Court Told 
Troops Not 
Questioned

FT. MEADE, Md. (AP) — 


Witnesses at the court-martial 
of Col. Oran K. Henderson have 
testified that in the aftermath 
of My 1-ai, while the memory of 
the body-strewn village still 
was fresh, no officer questioned 
the troops. 


"I was troubled in my feel- 


ings," said Ronald L. Haeberle, 
an Army photographer who ac- 
companied Charlie Company on 
the March 16, 1968 raid. He 
said he was particularly upset 
about the shooting of children 
but did not make any report 
and kept color pictures he had 
taken of the grisly scenes to 
himself. 


"There was fear on my part 


and Jay Roberts' about turning 
over what we had or telling 
someone about it," Haeberle 
testified Tuesday at Hender- 
son's trial on charges he at- 
tempted to cover up the in- 
cident. Roberts was an Army 
reporter who accompanied Hae- 
berle on the assault. 


"We were fearful about what 


would happen the next time the 
31st Public Information Detach- 
ment went into the field. The 
men would be fearful for their 
lives, about what could happen 
to them and their cameras," 
Haeberle said. 


Henderson, 
51 today, 
was 


commanding officer of the llth 
Brigade at the time of the in- 
fantry sweep through My Lai. 
He is charged with failing to in- 
vestigate reports of a mas- 
sacre, failing to report it to 
higher headquarters and lying 
twice to an Army investigative 
board. 


Haeberle has disclosed pre- 


viously that he earned about 
$35,000 from the sale of the col- 
or pictures after events at My 
Lai became public knowledge. 
He said it was common knowl- 
edge in his unit that he carried 
his own camera in addition to 
the Army's black and white 
cameras. He said he was not 
asked for the color film. 


"Did anyone ask you about 


the photos or their contents pri- 
or to leaving Vietnam," asked 
the prosecutor, Maj. Carroll J. 
Tichenor. 


"No." 
"Would you have released the 


color film if you had

asked by Col. Henderson?" 


"I would have released the

loan to

per cent of the residents. 


Another case, GAO said, in- 


volves a $245,000 loan for a sim- 
ilar project in a rural county of

although

The GAO report agreed with 


findings of an Agriculture De- 
partment 
inspector-general's 


study last year. 


The auditors said loans went 


to projects which "served only 
a small percentage of the resi- 
dents of rural areas; served 
primarily urban, rather than 
rural, residents; had member- 
ship restrictions which limited 
the use of recreational facilities 
to organization members only, 
and had fees that were beyond 
the ability of many rural resi- 
dents to pay." 


Out 
of 
682 
organizations 


loaned a total of 190 million, 
the GAO said, 59 limited the 
number of persons that could 
join, 48 precluded use of facil- 
ities by nonmembers and 473 
required fees or annual dues 
from $51 to more than $200 
"that were beyond the ability 
of many 
rural residents to 


pay." 


The report did not identify 


projects cited as examples. 


Based on the inspector-gener- 


al's findings, GAO said, FHA 
has taken steps to correct vari- 
ous problems pointed out by the 
audits.

Can you 
help me? I just don't feel 
right this way. 


Dear Reader — I h a v e 


answered 
your letter be- 


cause it points up an impor- 
tant problem in removing 
scars from acne. The pro- 
cess w o r k s best in very 
light-skinned people, The re- 
moval of a layer of skin 
gives it a lighter pink color 
which makes it very notice- 
able in individuals with any 
appreciable amount of pig- 
ment in their skin. A good 
plastic surgeon can tell you 
on an individual basis if you 
can get improvement or not. 
I suspect the d o c t o r you 
have seen knew what he was 
talking about and gave you 
good advice.
